in the names of any deceased persons of whom they shall be personal 
representatives, upon any Trusts whatsoever, or the major part of 
them, shall be at liberty to transfer or deposit such stocks or securities

or suits to be instituted. 

And be it Enacted, That the Lord Chancellor, with the assistance 
of the Master of the Rolls, shall have power and is hereby authorized 
to make such orders as from time to time shall seem necessary for 
better carrying the provisions of this Act into effect ; and the said 35 
Court of Exchequer shall have the like power and authority in respect 
to payments, transfers or deposits made to or with the Accountant- 
General of that Court. 

And be it Enacted, That no money so paid into the Bank of 
Ireland, to the credit of the Accountant-General of the Court of 40 
Chancery, or paid out under any order made under this Act by the 
Lord Chancellor or Master of the Rolls, shall be liable to Usher’s 
poundage.

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And be it Enacted, That every affidavit to be made on the occasion 
of any payment of money, or transfer or deposit of stocks or secu- 
rities under this Act, by any personal representative, shall state that 
the legacy duty, if any payable thereon, has been duly paid. 

5 And be it Enacted, That in the construction of this Act the expres- 
sion “ the Lord Chancellor ” shall mean and include the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Keeper, and Lords Commissioners for the Custody 
of the Great Seal of Ireland for the time being. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
